Senate Confirms Kagan 



Newest justice isn’t 
expected to alter 
ideological balance 

Washington 

The Senate confirmed Elena Kagan 
Thursday as the Supreme Court’s 
112th justice and fourth woman, 
selecting a scholar with a reputa- 
tion for brilliance, a dry sense of 
humor and a liberal legal bent. 

The vote was 63-37 for President 
Obama’s nominee to succeed retired 
Justice John Paul Stevens. 

Five Republicans joined all 
but one Democrat and the Sen- 
ate’s two independents to support 
Kagan. In a rarely practiced ritu- 
al reserved for the most historic 
votes, senators sat at their desks 
and stood to cast their votes with 
“ayes” and “nays.” 

Kagan watched the vote with 
her Justice Department colleagues 
in the solicitor general’s conference 
room, the White House said. 

Kagan isn’t expected to alter the 
ideological balance of the court, 
where Stevens was considered a 
leader of the liberals. 


But the two parties clashed over 
her nomination. Republicans argued 
that Kagan was a political liberal 
who would be unable to be impar- 
tial. Democrats defended her as a 
highly qualified legal scholar. 

She is the first Supreme Court 
nominee in nearly 40 years with 
no experience as a judge, and her 
swearing-in will mark the first 
time in history that three women 
will serve on the nine-member 
court together. 

Her lack of judicial experi- 
ence was the stated reason for 


one fence-sitting Republican, Sen. 
Scott Brown of Massachusetts, to 
announce his opposition to her 
confirmation Thursday, just hours 
before the vote. 

Though calling her “brilliant,” 
Brown — who had been seen as a 
potential GOP supporter — said she 
was missing the necessary back- 
ground to serve as a justice. 

Democrats said Kagan could 
help bring consensus to the polar- 
ized court and act as a counter- 
weight to the conservative major- 
ity.

U.S. says the accused 
are part of a ‘deadly 
pipeline’ to Somalia 

Washington 

The government charged 14 peo- 
ple Thursday as participants in “a 
deadly pipeline” that routed money 
and fighters from the United States 
to the terrorist group al-Shabab in 
Somalia. 

The cases in Minnesota, Cali- 
fornia and Alabama reflect “a dis- 
turbing trend” of recruitment efforts 
targeting U.S. residents to become 
terrorists, Attorney General Eric 
Holder said at a news conference.

At least seven of the 14 peo- 
ple charged are U.S. citizens, and 
10 of them, all from Minnesota, 
allegedly left the United States 
to join al-Shabab. Seven of the 10 
had been charged previously in 
the probe. 

Al-Shabab is a Somali insur- 


gent faction embracing a radical 
form of Islam similar to the harsh, 
conservative brand practiced by 
Afghanistan’s Taliban regime. Its 
fighters, numbering several thou- 
sand strong, are battling Somalia’s 
weakened government and have 
been branded a terrorist group 
with ties to al- Qaeda by the U.S. 
and other Western countries. 

One of two indictments issued 
in Minnesota alleges that two 
Somali women who were among 
those charged, and others went 
door-to-door in Minneapolis; Roch- 
ester, Minn.; and elsewhere in the 
U.S. and Canada to raise funds for 
al-Shabab’s operations in Somalia.

Nothing projects U.S. global air 
and sea power more vividly than 
supercarriers. Bristling with fighter 
jets that can reach deep into even 
landlocked trouble zones, Amer- 
ica’s virtually invincible carrier 
fleet has long enforced its domi- 
nance of the high seas. 

China may soon put an end to 
that. 

U.S. naval planners are scram- 
bling to deal with what analysts say 
is a game-changing weapon being 
developed by China — an unprece- 
dented carrier-killing missile called 
the Dong Feng 21D that could be 
launched from land with enough 
accuracy to penetrate the defens- 
es of even the most advanced mov- 
ing aircraft carrier at a distance of 
more than 900 miles. 

Analysts say final testing of 
the missile could come as soon as 
the end of this year, though ques- 
tions remain about how fast China 
will be able to perfect its accura- 
cy to the level needed to threaten 
a moving carrier at sea. 

The weapon could revolution- 
ize China’s role in the Pacific bal- 
ance of power, seriously weakening 
Washington’s ability to intervene 
in any potential conflict over Tai- 
wan or North Korea.

Blood diamonds take 
center stage during 
war crimes tribunal 

The Hauge, Netherlands 

Fashion icon Naomi Campbell 
countered allegations that former 
Liberian ruler Charles Taylor gave 
her a fistful of diamonds as a flir- 
tatious gift, telling his war crimes 
trial Thursday that a pouch of “very 
small, dirty-looking stones” was 
delivered to her room at night. 

The famously petulant super- 
model’s testimony did not pro- 
vide the smoking gun prosecutors 
had sought to show Taylor traded 
in so-called “blood diamonds” to 
arm rebels in neighboring Sierra 


Leone. But her appearance drew 
attention to Africa’s deadly con- 
flicts and the illegal use of resourc- 
es to finance war. 

Campbell was calm and com- 
posed as she denied knowingly 
receiving a gift of diamonds from 
Taylor after a celebrity-studded 1997 
dinner at Nelson Mandela’s presi- 
dential mansion in South Africa. 

Instead, she said she was awak- 
ened later that night by a knock on 
her door. “Two men were there and 
gave me a pouch and said, A gift for 
you.’” She opened it the next morn- 
ing and found a few stones. 

“They were kind of dirty-look- 
ing pebbles,” she said, adding: 
“When I’m used to seeing dia- 
monds I’m used to seeing them 
shiny in a box. If someone hadn’t

Family Remembers 4 Slain Kids 



Former D.C. resident, 
children laid to rest 
after murder-suicide 

Washington 

Four small wooden boxes adorned 
with angels were placed next to a 
child’s white coffin at the front of 
Gethsemane Baptist Church in 
Northwest Washington. Inside 
the coffin was the body of Leisa 
Jones’s youngest child, 2-year-old 
Jermaine, the baby who couldn’t 
keep still, the one his grandmoth- 
er, Marcia Anderson, was just get- 
ting to know. 

He lay there in a gray suit, 
with a bright yellow tie and a rose 
clasped in his hands. Three of the 
boxes next to him held the ashes 
of his siblings — Brittney Jones, 
10; Melonie Jones, 7; and 14-year- 
old Romoy Raymond, known as 


C.J. Jones. The fourth box held the 
remains of Leisa Jones, the four 
children’s mother and, police say, 
the person who took their lives. 

About 150 relatives and friends 
came Thursday morning to remem- 


ber Jones and her children in song 
and testimonies about their lives. 
New York City police say that Jones, 
30, slashed the throats of Brittney, 
Melonie and C.J. on July 22, set the 
family’s Staten Island apartment 


ablaze and then tookher own Ufe. Jer- 
maine died of smoke inhalation. 

“I ain’t gonna hear their voice 
no more,” said Anderson, 50, at 
her apartment in Northeast on 
Sunday, her low voice dissolving 
into a moan. “I love them. I love 
them.” 

Before Jones and her children 
settled into their Staten Island 
apartment, they lived in several res- 
idences around the District, includ- 
ing Anderson’s apartment. 

After Thursday’s funeral ser- 
vice, Jones and her four children 
were buried in one grave at Glen- 
wood Cemetery in Northeast Wash- 
ington. 

“This is the most appropri- 
ate way to say bye to them and 
send them off,” said Jones’ cous- 
in Annette Daley. “It couldn’t 
have been any other way. They’re 
all together now.”

Music to Haiti’s Ears? 


Hip-hop superstar Wyclef Jean launches a bid to lead his troubled homeland 


Port-Au-Prince 

Haitian-born hip-hop artist 
Wyclef Jean, whose hits include a 
2004 song about becoming pres- 
ident, said Thursday that if he is 
elected to Haiti’s top post in the 
Nov. 28 vote he will reduce the 
nation’s dependence on imports 
and help it recover from a devas- 
tating earthquake. 

Jean announced his candidacy 
for the Haitian presidency in an 
interview with Miami radio sta- 
tion Tropik Radio and pledged to 
improve education, feed the poor 
and use his superstar image to 
attract investment from abroad. 

“We should change the sys- 
tem for the 250,000 people that 
died in the earthquake,” Jean said. 
His campaign will use the slogan 
“face to face” to attract young vot- 
ers, he said. 

Whoever wins the Nov. 28 elec- 
tion will face the Herculean task of 
rebuilding from the Jan. 12 mag- 
nitude-7 earthquake that killed a 
government-estimated 300,000 
people while managing billions in 
international reconstruction dol- 
lars amid feuding officials, fami- 
lies and an estimated 1.6 million 
earthquake homeless, all hungry 

— some more literally than others 

— for their share. 

“Wyclef Jean brings new blood. 
He’s an entrepreneur,” said Rudolph 
Boulos, a former Haitian opposition 
senator in a telephone interview 
from Washington. “This country 
needs to be managed by someone 
who at least understands entre- 
preneurship and will bring about 
business in Haiti.” 

Jean is set to run against oust- 
ed former prime minister Jacques- 
Edouard Alexis, the nominee of 
President Rene Preval’s ruling 
party. Boulos said Jean is expect- 
ed to form a new coalition called 
Together We Are the Strength.

RESIDENCY: The Haiti constitution requires that a president 
never have taken foreign citizenship and to have resided in the 
country for five years consecutive to the election. Wyclef was 
born in Haiti and moved to the U.S. when he was 9 years old. He 
now owns homes in New Jersey and Jeremie, a coastal town 
about 280 km west of Port-au-Prince. 

EDUCATION: After graduating from Vailsburg High School 
outside of Newark, he briefly attended Five Town College on 
Long Island in the late 1980s. He dropped out after less than 
a year and still hasn’t earned an undergraduate degree. 

POLITICAL IDEOLOGY: Wyclef doesn’t fit into the classic 
mold of a politician rising through the ranks: He has never held 
public office, and his political leanings are largely unknown. 

PROBLEMS AT YELE: Wyclef has been accused of enrich- 
ing himself through his non-profit Yele Haiti, which raised 
more than $9 million for earthquake relief. A report in the 
Smoking Gun said Wyclef and his business partner charged 
the foundation at least $410,000 for rent, production services 
and a performance at a 2006 benefit concert, (cs monitor) 


“Wyclef Jean will be the party. 
His personality and popularity will 
be the party,” Boulos said. 

The Grammy-winning former 
Fugees member, 40, said he stepped 
down as head of his quake aid orga- 
nization, Yele Haiti, to launch his 
candidacy. The musician’s run may 
boost interest among Haitian voters 
as they struggle to recover from the 
quake that left 1.5 million home- 
less and devastated much of the 
capital, Port-au-Prince, said Jim 
Morrell, director of the Washing- 
ton-based Haiti Democracy Proj- 
ect, which observed the last four 
Haitian elections. 

“Wyclef Jean as a candidate will 
definitely shake things up, though 
so far he has not made much of an 
impression on governance,” Mor- 
rell said from Washington. 

A U.N. goodwill ambassador, 
Jean said he will officially launch 
his candidacy in Port-au-Prince on

Grimm joins Hall 
of Fame in a nod to 
great offensive line 


The Redskins 

The guys wearing the dresses and 
pig snouts can rejoice. There’s final- 
ly going to be a Hog in the Hall. 

But Russ Grimm also belonged 
to another select group during his 
11 NFL seasons, all with the Red- 
skins. He and his teammates would 
gather in a shed at the old Redskins 
Park as members of the “5 o’clock 
club,” where choice beverages were 
consumed in a sort of countercul- 
ture to the straight-laced ways of 
coach Joe Gibbs. 

Now Grimm is headed to the 
Hall of Fame, one of seven mem- 
bers to be inducted Saturday. The 
character who got up to so much 
mischief in his playing days is now 
a respected assistant head coach 
with the Arizona Cardinals, and 
he’s the first among the NFL’s 
most famous offensive line to be 
enshrined in Canton. 

“He drove Joe nuts,” said Bobby 
Beathard, the Redskins general 
manager who assembled the Hogs. 
“We had some times there. Boy, it 
was funny. They could drive you to 
an early grave, that group.”

“We’ve finally got that first step, 
where one of us is in now,” Grimm 
said. “I think that’ll put a little bit 
more light on some of the guys I 
played with.” 

There wasn’t a more powerful 
left-side tandem than Grimm and 
left tackle Joe Jacoby. John Riggins 
always had room to run, and Red- 
skins quarterbacks mostly lived in 
a cocoon of protection. 

Injuries began to hamper his 
career in 1987, and a new gener- 
ation of Hogs began to take over. 
Still, he was a starter when healthy 
until his final year in 1991, when he 
earned a third Super Bowl ring. 

It’s only natural that Joe Bugel — 
the “Boss Hog” — will be Grimm's 
presenter at the induction ceremo- 
nies. The question remains: Will 
Bugel get to do it again? Will Jacoby 
or another member of this one-of-a- 
kind group get his due? (ap) 


Russ Grimm was a three-time All-Pro and was named to the NFL’s All-Decade team 
in the 1980s after being a third-round draft pick out of the University of Pittsburgh. 


But, said Beathard, when it 
was game time: “They all knew 
they came to play. There was no 
messing around, no shortcuts.

Lining Up the Ox j 


The Redskins are counting 
on a new-look offensive line 
to clear a path to the end zone 

The Redskins 

Every football movie has “The Ox ” a 350-pound- 
er whose job is to protect the quarterback. 

The Ox will often play poorly early in the 
movie, missing a block because of his lack of 
coordination and inferior brainpower. But 
when the game is on the line, and the movie 
goes into its climactic slow-motion sequence, 
the Ox always blows up his man. 

Redskins fans have spent the past few years 
getting a tutorial on how the Ox is a myth. 
Having bulk on the offensive line is a neces- 
sity. But intelligence, agility and most of all 
unit cohesion along the line make the differ- 
ence between watching the credits roll as the 
victor or as the goat. 

Washington saw its talented-but-aging unit 
tail off into oblivion the last two seasons, allow- 
ing 84 sacks in the process. 

The Redskins will likely feature three new 
linemen on opening night, all trying to protect 
a quarterback who’s taken his share of hits in 
the last decade. The question is, can Shanah- 
an’s new coaching staff — so famous for churn- 
ing out 1,000-yard rushers on the strength of 
intelligent, athletic linemen — work its magic 
on the Redskins’ personnel? 

“It’s the cohesiveness of the offensive line 
that really separates one from the others,”

coach Mike Shanahan said. “Those five or six 
guys with the tight ends or seven guys play- 
ing together, and it does take some time and 
we are just starting to do that, especially with 
the shoulder pads on.” 

What movies don’t tell you is offensive line- 
men have hours of tape to watch and discuss. 
They have dozens of line calls to memorize. 
Then, most crucial of all, there’s the time spent 
learning the tendencies of their line mates. One 
bad step for anybody, and the quarterback could 
be on the ground. 

Shanahan and his staff have built a new 
line around a mix of familiarity, imported tal- 
ent and youth. Center Casey Rabach and guard 
Derrick Dockery — both with more than 100 
career NFL starts — return at the center and 
guard positions, respectively. Artis Hicks — 
a teammate of new quarterback Donovan 
McNabb’s for the Eagles in Super Bowl XXIX 
— is the front-runner for the other guard spot. 
Washington traded the Saints a fourth-round 
pick to acquire two-time Pro Bowl tackle Jam- 
mal Brown and will pair him with offensive 
lineman Trent Williams, the No. 4 overall pick 
from April’s draft. 

How quickly they all put their talents togeth- 
er will be the major factor in determining how 
much the Redskins can improve on offense. 

“I am not a fortune teller or anything like 
that, but we have a lot of talent and a lot of abil- 
ity,” Rabach said. “There is a lot of work still 
to be done, but if we buy in and keep on work- 
ing hard, I think we can be pretty darn good.”

Girl 
breaks his heart. Everybody danc- 
es it out and — oh, yeah — com- 
petes in a high-stakes dance battle 
against a villainous rival crew and 
learns the true meaning of friend- 
ship in the process. 

It’s the same premise as almost 
every dance movie and “So You 
Think You Can Dance” confession- 
al. The cheese factor is definitely 
there. But “Step Up 3D” director 
Jon Chu largely breezes through 


the plot with a few cliches, intense 
stares and occasional one-liners. 
The main reason to see “Step Up 
3D” is for the high-energy dancing 
and innovative camerawork, and 
on those points it delivers.

With an unlikely 
plot, ‘The Concert’ 
hits the wrong notes

“The Concert” was so unfunny, I 
had to consult Imdb.com to make 
sure that it was indeed listed as a 
comedy. But luckily for this small 
Russian film, the last third focus- 
es on a more dramatic story line 
starring Melanie Laurent, the 
beautiful French actress from 
Quentin Tarantino’s “Inglourious 
Basterds.” Laurent shines in every 
scene she’s in. 

The main character of “The 
Concert” is Andrei Filipov (Alek- 
sei Guskov), a down-and-out con- 
ductor who works as a janitor at 
the historic Bolshoi Theatre in 
Moscow. 

While scrubbing the Bolshoi

orchestra director’s desk, Andrei 
intercepts a fax inviting the com- 
pany to perform at the Theatre du 
Chatelet in Paris in two weeks. He 
decides that he will pretend to be 
the director, accept the invitation, 
reassemble his orchestra from 30 
years ago, travel to Paris and imper- 
sonate the Bolshoi for a one-night- 
only concert. 

Early on, viewers will suspect 
that there’s more on the line for 


Andrei than a free trip 
to Paris. There’s that ner- 
vous look his co-conspira- 
tors get when he mentions 
he wants to play Tchaikovsky 
and his odd insistence that 
violin virtuoso Anne-Marie Jac- 
quet (Laurent) play a solo. 

While the tension of wheth- 
er Andrei and his ragtag group of 
drunk musicians will get caught 
impersonating a world-class 
orchestra before showtime holds 
one’s attention, the best suspense 
surrounds Anne-Marie’s past. Lau- 
rent manages to play a snob with- 
out turning her character into a 
villain. 

More camera time for Laurent 
might have made “The Concert” 
into beautiful music. Instead, the
